‘The Courts Asked to Make Mr, Wal- 


bridge De His Work or 
Forego His Wages. 


Steps have been taken by a number of 
prominent citizens end taxpayers to test 
the right of Mayor Walibridge to draw 
compensation for services he does not per-. 
form. 

It has been Mr. Walbridge’s custom to 
draw the full amotnt of his salary with, 
clock-like regularity every month. Some 
months he would be absent from the city 
on purely personal errands, but that did 


not interfere with the salary grab. It rather 
accelerated it than otherwise, for while the 
mayor got full wages for the time he didn’t 
put in, the acting mayor was paid for doing 
the work. 

Since Mr. Walbridge became a candidate 
for Governor he has spent a considerable 
portion of his time skirmishing In the bushes 
of the outlying districts, whispering tales 
that please the bucolic v@ter, and laying 
plans to further his ambition. During his 
absence Mr Nagel, as is required by law, 
has officiated as acting Mayor, and the 
city must pay him for it. 

The Post-Dispatch pointed out the im- 
propriety of Mr. Walbridge seeking or ac- 
c ne payment for services he had not 
rendered, and citizens who have an interest 
in keeping the expenses of government 
within legitimate bounds decided to in- 
tefpose for the protection of themselves 
and other taxpayers. They have filed a pe- 
tition in the Circuit Court, which will de- 
prive his honor of $1,117.37, if it is success- 
ful.

The petition is for an injunction to re- 
strain City Treasurer Scudder from paying 
Mayor Walbridge his salary for the time 
he has been absent from the city. It is oy 
rected against Treasurer Scudder, se 
Walbridge and the City of St. 

The petition states that the plaintiffs sue 
for themselves and all other tax-payers of 
the city. It is alleged that the city charter 
provides that when the Mayor is absent 
from the city his duties shall be performed 
by the President of the Council or the 
Speaker of the House of Delegates. 

It is alleged that Mayor Walbridge during 
the fiscal years 1895-96 has repeatedly ab- 
sented himself from the city on his own 
private business, in no way connected with 
the business of the city; that during the 
time the Mayor was absent the President of 
the Council’ was entitled to draw the same 
salary that the Mayor would be entitled to 
draw if present, and, acting as Mayor, did 
draw $1,050. In the same way the Speaker of 
the House of Delegates drew $50. 

Notwithstanding these facts it is alleged, 
Mayor Walbridge continues to demand his 
full salary, and the City Treasurer has 

aid it without any deduction or any re- 
Nara for the fact that the salary had been 
egally and justly drawn by Nagel and 
Diek nn. 

It is further alleged that the Mayor has 
been absent from the eity on his at Ay 
affairs during the month of Marc 
and has as usual demanded bis salary for 
the time he did not serve. If the City 
Treasurer is not restrained from payin 
the money it is asserted he will pay bo 
Nagel and Waibridge for the same work. 
The plaintiffs claim that if the Treasurer 
pays the money out there will be no way of 
recovering it, and a temporary injunction is 
therefore prayed for. 


As soon as filed, at 11:30 o’clock, the peti- 
tion was rushed down to the Sheriff’s office, 
fm order that Treasurer Scudder ay be 
served with immediate notice of it. it was 
feared that Mayor Walbridge might get 
his check ahead of the suit. 

A copy of the petition reached Treasurer 
Scudder shortly after 12 o’clock. Mayor 
Walbridge had not drawn his salary. 

He won't get it now until ea courts have 
passed upon the question.

FRANCE IN MADAGASCAR. 


Indications That the United States Will 
Have Semething to Say. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—While itt can- 


‘| trot be learned that the United States has 


yet joined with Great Britain in representa- 
tions ‘to France respecting the setting 
aside by the latter of the treaties of com- 


merce and amity that have existed between 
them and the Hova Government of .Mada- 
gascar, it is believed that the matter is 
rapidly pcan | @ phase that will call 
for some action by our Government. Like 
Great Britain, the United States has a 
treaty with the Hova Government that 
uarantees our citizens privileges equal to 
hose acorded to any other nation. 

This means for one thing that no greater 
duties shall be imposed on goods imported 
into Madagascar from the Untted States 
than from any other country. Ht is the 
purpose of the French nment to 
move this equality and reserve special privi- 
leges for French merchants, and pronee 
has notified our State Department that 
virtue of this assumption of control over 
the foreign relations of Madagascar, these 
treaties shall fall. If Fratice hes annexed 
Madagascar or made a French colony, then | 
our Government must admit her right to 
abrogate the treaties in this fashion, but it 
is not certain that the present anamalous 
status of the French on the island can be 
egarded as sufficient to warrant the as- 
sumption of any such right. Our trade with 
Madagascar is large.

The Venerable Samuel Craawill of the 
Cotton Exchange Buried Today. 


Mr. Samuel Cranwill, the well-known cit- 
izen and the oldest member of the St. Louis 
Exchange, is dead, after a long and painful 
illness. He had béen failing for a year, but 
continued to visit his office and transact 
business until last November. 

He had almost reached the advanced age 
of 90, but his strong constitution, force of 
character and indomitable energy gave him 
the appearance of a much younger man, 
while his courteous manners, integrity and 
kindly heart won the respect. and esteem 
of all who came in contact with him in 
business and social life. 

Mr. Cranwill’s early years were spent in 
New Orleans, where he identified himself 
with the banking business: In the forties he 
moved to St. Louis and opened a commis- 
sion house, which he continued until 1861. 
His sympathies being with the Confederacy, 
lie resided in Montreal, Canada, during the 
war, and taking an interest in the Gazette, 
contributed many articles to its columns. 

At the close of the war he returned to New 
Orleans and associated himself with Ed- 
ward J. Gay, the well-known planter and 
capitalist. The firm was known as Js 
Gay & Co., and did a large sugar business 
here and in New Orleans. 

In 1878 he returned to St. Louis and en- 
gaged in the cotton business, which he con- 
tinued up'to the time of hiy- death. 

The funeral took place.at 2 o’clock Tues- 
day, from the residence of Mr. G. H. Hob- 
land, 3829 Washington avenue.

The Interstate Cemimeree Sistinttanton
